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Greek Alphabet ~ 
To Clutter 1958 Sky

The technical name for the first American artificial 
satellite—launched by. the U.S. Army on January 31 as “Ex- 
plorer”—is “1958 Alpha.” This uses the first letter of the 
Greek alphabet to indicate that it is the first artificial satel- 


lite of the calendar year in ques- 
tion. 

The next one will be named 
“1958 Beta,” the third one “1958 
Gamma,” the fourth one “1958 
Delta.” Nationality does not mat- 
ter — if Sputnik No. 3 turns out to 
be the third of this year it will be 
“1958 Gamma.” 


There is a good chance that we 
are apt to have a rather cluttered 
sky by the end of 1958, 

Six Navy Vanguard shots with a 
few preliminaries are planned; 
several Army Jupiter-C shots are 
being readied and the Air Force 
is thinking about a few satellite 
shots with its Thor missile. 

Nor will the third sputnik be the 
last one, obviously. It is decidedly 
possible that the trackers, by the 
end of 1958, will have to keep 
track, in the most literal meaning 
of the word, of close to 20 artificial 
satellites. 

— Two Reasons Why — 

This large number of satellite 
shots is not due solely to Ameri- 
can and Russian competition in the 
field. Nor does the fact that we 
have three services, each with mis- 
siles of satellite-throwing capabil- 
ity have much to do with it. There 
are two reasons why the number 
of satellite shots will be large. 

In the first place a satellite loses 
much, though by no means all, of 
its value when it stops broadcasting 
its findings. Since at the present 
stage of knowledge its power for 
broadcasting depends on batteries, 
this means that every satellite is 
at maximum usefulness for the first 
three weeks of its life span—pos- 
sibly. only two weeks if the power 
requirements are high. 

The second reason is that some 
experiments simply will have to be 
repeated, A satellite may produce 
a measurement which is so unex- 
pected that the majority of the 
scientists involved may wonder 
whether it wasnt the instrument 
that went haywire. After all, there 
is nobody present in the satellite 
who can say that he cross-checked 
at once and is convinced that the 
instrument is working well and has 
been working correctly all the 
time.

Finance Officer 
Decentralizes 
Certain Jobs 


WASHINGTON.—A plan to de- 
centralize certain functions of the 
Office of the Army Chief of 
Finanace, Building T-7, Gravelly 
Point, Va., to Fort Benjamin Har- 
rison, Indiana, was announced. by 
the Department of the Army. 

In keeping with the Army policy 
of maximum decentralization to 
field locations, the plan calls for 
the transfer of eight military and 
67 civilian employees from the 
Office of the Chief of Finance to 
the Army Finance Center at Har- 
rison. 

The move will be made in two 
phases. The first move will take 
place during March, 1958, when 
functions related to four military 
and 37 civilian employees will be 
relocated. The final move, involv- 
ing four military and 30 civilian 
employees, will be made during 
May, 1958.

— Satellites Are Specialized — 

One additional reason for the 
large number of shots is that no 
single satellite can carry all the 
scientific instruments for. all the 
things that scientists want to find 
out. One satellite will be devoted 
mostly to, say, temperature meas- 
urements and radiation in general. 
Another one will be instrumented 
mainly for checking on the mag- 
netism of the earth. One satellite 
might carry nothing but a fairly 
complicated transmitter which 
keeps transmitting nothing in par- 
ticular, but over very many dif- 
ferent wavelengths in succession. 
Such a satellite might be used to 
check on which wavelength is re- 
ceived best when it is sent from 
an orbit to the ground. 

It is rather certain by now that 
a shot to the moon is also on the 
agenda for 1958. The Air Force’s 
Atlas missile has enough take-off 
thrust to carry several upper stages 
so that the top stage will be able 
to reach the moon, The Russians 
have their T-3 missile, which is 
presumably even more powerful 
than the Atlas. And if one shoots to 
the moon the other will be virtual- 
ly honor-bound to do the same. 

— Manned Rocket Flight — 

To finish this round-up of what 
can be expected for 1958, manned 
rocket flight must be mentioned. 
The rocket-propelled X-15 research 
airplane is about ready for the first 
tests. It is a much publicized fact 
that the X-15 will be capable of 
throwing itself into a gigantie arc 
with a peak altitude of 100 miles. 
But it is very doubtful whether 
such hundred-mile-high arc will be 
realized this year. 

Testing a research airplane 
which is launched in mid-air from 
a mother ship is a long and tedious 
procedure. It has to be, because a 
human life is involved. Such test 
procedure begins with simple 
drops from the mother ship to 
establish flying characteristics and 
then goes on to flights with more 
and more power to higher’ and 
higher altitudes. If everything goes 
superlatively well, the high flight 
can be expected about a year after 
the first drop test.

The 
kaserne is sensitive about its secur- 
ity because its weapons, 280mm 
cannon, can throw atomic shells, 
around the way smaller guns fire 
high explosive. 

Lt. Col. John C. Fralish, com- 
mander of the six-gun battalion, 
doesn’t agree with charges that 
these mammoth 85-ton artillery 
pieces are obsolete. He says: 


“Lots of articles have been writ- 
ten about how clumsy the gun is, 
how it lacks maneuverability, and 
similar problems. But we feel that 
with good reconnaissance, and 
good drivers we can put those 
guns anywhere we need to in order 
to perform our mission.” 

Although the Army isn’t making 
any more of the 280s, which are 
hauled fore and aft by two vehicles, 
Fralish points out that it remains 
the weapon that is not affected by 
bad weather. “And our aiming 
error is so small,” he adds, “that it 
is of no practical consequence. We 
don’t even have to shoot a round 
for registration— we hit the tar- 
get the first time.” 

The guns can go into action 
within about a half hour after they 
arrive at the firing site. 

* o 


THE 216TH, which won the 1956 
commander’s trophy as the best 
artillery battalion in V Corps, goes 
to the Grafenwaer training area 
twice a year, where it spends sev- 
eral weeks in the field. Grafenwaer 
is the only place in Germany where 
there’s enough room to fire the 
guns, which can throw a 600-pound 
projectile up to 20 miles. 

On the artillery range, the 280s 
fire from 10,000 to 15,000 yards, 
using only one or two of the four 
charges they would use at the 
longer ranges in combat. Before 
Germany became independent, the 
guns were fired from farms to al- 
low for the longer ranges, but this 
practice is now too costly and com- 





plicated. 


The men in an atomic gun bat- 
tery like the 216th must receive 
security clearances, with higher 
clearances necessary for the men 
who handle the nuclear materials. 
These nuclear men are better-than- 
average soldiers, although they are 
not scientists.

THE NUCLEAR materials sec- 
tion of the 280mm units is one place 
where dissatisfied soldiers general- 
ly can get a transfer. As Col. Fra- 
lish points out, one dissatisfied man 
can “contaminate” many of his 
buddies with weird and false ideas 
about handling atomic warheads. 


One of the gun’s biggest problems 
—and it’s the one detractors always 
point to—is the difficulty in mov- 
ing it. But officers in the 216th 
are quick to point out that it has 
crossed many bridges rated below 
the class 100 capacity deemed de- 
sirable for the gun, and that it can 
move down a highway at 35 miles 
per hour. It can turn a corner 28 
feet wide. Another big problem 
is to train and maintain competent 
drivers who know how to maneuver 
the tube, which is almost 43 feet 
long and weighs 21 tons. 

Occasionally, the big guns tip 
over, although this hasn’t happened 
to the 216th. The first time it hap- 
pened in Europe, it took two days 
to get it upright again. Now, say 
216th officers, it takes a couple of 
hours, including time spent getting 
recovery ‘vehicles to the accident 
scene.

THE MEN in the atomic artillery 
units get the same training as do 
the men in the more conventional 
outfits. However, they pull guard 
more frequently because of the 
sensitive nature of the area they 
occupy. 

Where is the atomic ammunition 
for the 16th’s guns? Officers won't 
say. They do say, however: 

“If the time comes when we 
need it, it will be brought here 
quickly enough.” 

So far, none of the guns has 
fired an atomic round in Europe. 
Only one gun, from Fort Sill, has 
ever fired an atomic shell, and

BALLISTIC RESEARCH Labor- 
atory scientists, who made the first 
known precision-tracking of Rus- 
sia’s Sputnik II last Nov. 7 with 
the powerful telescope, will oper- 
ate the station until the Smithson- 
ian .Astrophysical Observatory’s 
instruments operate properly.

The wheels of progress oft turn exceed- 
ing slow. Agonizingly slow, it must seem 
to soldiers outside Washington, in the case 
ef Pentagon “staff proposals” which, it is 
hoped, will some day grow up to be “ap- 
proved policies.” 

A case in point is the proposed change 
“in the law to permit enlisted men with Re- 
serve commissions to serve for a time each 

ear as Reserve officers on training status. 
or two years, this has been holed up on 
its way to Congress in other warrens than 
those of the Army. 

To help prod these measures along the 
road to fulfillment, as well as to keep readers 
informed of their progress, Army Times 
will run a weekly summary of “dilatory ac- 
counts.”

Easy Road 


The Court of Military Appeals is show- 
ing signs of concern over the way Army 
courts martial are using the device of the 
‘negotiated plea.” And the justices can’t be 
faulted for that. 

We’ve all run into the TV suspect who 
turns to Joe Friday on the way to head- 
quarters and offers to “cop a plea.” (Joe 
always looks stern and says it’s not his job 
to make any promises, see). Well, the mili- 
tary equivalent is similar; it’s SUPPOSED 
to work like this: 

The accused agrees to save everybody’s 
time and plead guilty to the charge if the 
convening authority promises to keep the 
sentence within a certain limit. The court 
martial board is not supposed to know of 
this agreement. The prosecutor is supposed 
to fight for a stiff sentence, just as he would 
were there no agreement. And the defense 
lawyer is supposed to get for his man an 
even better break than the one he has just 
agreed to. 

But some cases have come to light in 
which the court martial imposed the exact 
sentence, even to the odd number of months 
at hard labor, that had been agreed upon 
as the most the convening authority would 
approve. 

This probably seems logical to the officers 
on the court. Why search one’s soul for a 
suitable penalty when the thing’s already 
been decided? The defense lawyers in these 
cases, too, tend to rest on their oars and 
fail to make any appeal to the court for 
leniency. (According to one review board, 
this failure to plead for a lighter sentence 
is automatic notice to the court that a sen- 
tence has already been “fixed.” So why 
worry ?) 

All of this suggests that the members 
in such “negotiated plea” cases regard the 
trial itself as a waste of time. In effect, the 
punishment is measured out by the conyen- 
ing authority. 

But in the Code of Military Justice Con- 
gress set up the court martial as the primary 
dispenser of punishment. Others might re- 
view or diminish the punishment, but a ma- 
jor responsibility of the court is to impose it. 

If the Court of Appeals becomes con- 
vinced that military courts are abdicating 
their responsibility in “negotiated plea” 
cases, it will simply throw this short-cutting 
process out the window. And good riddance. 

If the services value the procedure for 
its saving of time and expense, the trial 
courts ought to give a convincing show of 
fixing punishment—independently of any 
agreement that may, or may not, have been 
made by the convening authority on the 
maximum that he would approve. 








‘We Have Another ‘Explorer’ ‘ 
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Our Misuse of ‘Brains’

There has recently been a great deal 
of discussion about the Army’s Scientific 
and Professional (S&P) Personnel Pro- 
gram. Some of this discussion has been 
good, some bad, and some shockingly lack- 
ing in understanding of science and tech- 
nology. 

The enlisted scientists and engineers 
now in the program have been complain- 
ing of waste and misuse of their talents — 
they are used as KP’s, janitors, truck 
drivers, warm bodies, ete., but do very 
little in the way of science or engineering. 
The standard replies to such complaints 
are: 1) such use of these men is “demo- 
cratic;” 2) “soldier first, scientist second;” 
3) these men are “apprentices,” so we’re 
really not wasting much when we misuse 
them.

1)MAYBE IT IS democratic and even 
in the best interests of the nation that 
instead of developing new weapons the 
S&P’s perform KP for the benefit of 
bandsmen and clerks who don’t, work as 
janitors at the officers’ and NCO clubs, 
and becomé warm bodies at random times 
to lift boxes and wash trucks. But so far 
no one has shown them just why such 
things are democratic and how they are 
more important to the nation than tech- 
nological progress. These men deserve an 
explanation or a change. 

2) The S&P agrees that it’s “soldier 
first” while he’s in the Army, but this 
thought doesn’t stop there. He feels it the 
primary duty of a soldier te defend his na- 
tion to the best of his ability. The issue 
then revolves around how best to do this. 
Scrubbing floors? Perhaps. But let’s take 
a hypothetical man with a degree in me- 
chanical engineering. Make him an ordin- 


ary soldier and you have added one more 
man to the ranks — no more, no less, Or 
let him work as an engineer and improve 
the rifle by a mere one percent, If there 
are already 500,000 men armed with rifles 
in the Army, this engineeer’s mere one 
percent contribution — as an engineer — 
is an effective addition of 5000 men! 
Which way is he a better soldier? As one 
more man in the ranks, or working where 
he can add 5000 more? 


3) The third excuse is senseless. These 
men may be “apprentices” but in some 
cases they are the best the Army has. 
Wasting anything is absurd when it can 
easily be prevented; the fact that the S&P 
has less experience in his field than some- 
one else in no way counters this fact, 

” * 


WHAT OF THE FUTURE? If we waste 
the talents of these men now and let them 
go stale we are destroying our basis for 
future progress. The period shortly after 
graduation (when most of these men are 
in the Army) is the time whén experience 
is most critical to their competence. Four 
or more years of highly concentrated 
schooling can go down the drain very 
quickly if not put to use. 

The years between 20 and 30 are the 
most creative and critical in the lives of 
men of science; there can be no excuse for 
wasting their talents then. 

All the controversy. over the _ pro- 
gram boils down ‘to essentially one 
thing — the S&P’s are pleading for the 
chance to work for their country to the ut- 
most of their abilities, Some people be- 
lieve menial details and a “don’t think” 
atmosphere but he will certainly perform 
his share of the menial tasks when neces- 
sary. He objects when his “soldierly” du- 
ties are not necessary and when they un- 
necessarily interfere with the technical 
progress so vital to the very existerice of 
our nation.

The reason is simple. In neither 
do enlisted men exercise command 
authority. Exception: The Navy 
has some boats 
captained by 
chiefs; its boat- 
swain’s mates 
are “deck crew 
commanders.” 

For the Navy 
and Air Force 
there are spaces 
enough in 
grade E-7 (and 
in E8 and E-9, 
when and if 
these two grades 
are established) 
to provide for all their enlisted 
command requirements. _ 

In the Navy and Air Force, 
therefore, it is possible to give 
technicians the top pay grades 
when they become supervisors of 
other technicians, Proficiency pay 
proposed in the Cordiner report, 
and seemingly to be put into effect 
in the next three months, becomes 
a subterfuge by which the Air 
Force particularly, can pay some 
technicians who do not hold super- 
visory jobs as much as their super- 
visors get. 

It is basically a selfish sys- 
tem, whose concept has been spon- 
sored by the Air Force, The same 
result could be achieved by ask- 
ing permission to further “high- 
grade” the Air Force’s enlisted 
grade structure. 

In effect, the Air Force is ask- 
ing ratings for 15 percent more 
enlisted men than it now has. 

The Air Force and Navy may 
not wish to admit to Congress that 
they want as much as three-fourths 
of their enlisted men in pay grades 
E4 and up. Yet with proficiency 
pay, that is exactly what is being 
asked. 

THE MARINE CORPS and the 
Army have a much different prob- 
lem. In these two seryices, there 
are both technicians and enlisted 
commanders. 

Enlisted commanders must give 
orders in these two services to 
highly: skilled technicians. The 
problem is how to recognize and 
pay men for their skills and how to 
pay enlisted commanders more 
than the men over whom they must 
‘exercise command. 

The Marine Corps answer has 
been to tick strictly to the seven- 
grade enlisted structure. Result is 
that they have E-ls with more than 
two years service (called privates), 
E-2s, called PFCs, with more than 
four years’ service, E-3s, carrying 
the title of corporal, with seven 
and eight years’ service.

technicians is not as great as that 

of the other services, since they can 

and do depend on the Navy and 

Army for many types of support.

THIS BRINGS US to the Army. 
Like the Marine Corps, ‘in its 
combat elements the Army must 
have enlisted commanders. It has 
sergeants as assistant squad lead- 
ers, sergeants first class as squad 
leaders, master sergeants as pla- 
toon sergeants — and master ser- 
geants, too, as first (and field 
first) sergeants, and as battalion, 
battle group, and regimental ser- 
geant majors. 
The command grades for enlisted 
men are too few. This is the justi- 
fication for grades E-8 and E 9. It 
would give back to the Army a 
five-grade enlisted command struc- 
ture. 
The Army is more complex in 
its enlisted structure than any of 
the other services. For the Army 
needs technicians of as great skill 
as in the Air Force or Navy and to 
rate and pay for them. It needs the 
ability to recognize non-civilian- 
type skills that the Marine Corps 
has.

IS THERE a solution? Though it 
is radical, even revolutionary, here 
is a solution that all the services 
can use. 
Instead of technician pay, why 
not command or leadership ~pay? 
Let all services rate all their en- 


the existing seven pay grades. Give 
each the right to review their en- 
listed structure, define skills, pro- 
pose a grade structure that would 
provide spaces for as many tech- 
nically proficient individuals as 
are needed in each skill at each 
grade level. They would bring this 
structure to Defense and the 
Bureau of the Budget and to Con- 
gress each year for approval. 
Now. let each service identify 
those enlisted positions which re- 
quire leadership or eommand.

LET US THEN set up a position 
leadership pay, based on the re- 
sponsibility and authority required 
by a particular leadership job. This 
could recognize as few as two, as 
many as six orders of leadership.

No man should be appointed to 
a leadership position unless his 
supervisory skill in the area was 
as great as that of any man in the 
group, Assistant leaders and lead- 
ers of small elements without as- 
sistants would receive the lowest 
leadership pay — perhaps $15 a 
month, Leaders of small units —

LEADERSHIP PAY would de- 
dend on holding a specific, identi- 
fied and approved position. It 
could be worked out so that a man 
would retire with his leadership 
pay if he had been holding it for at 
least one year at the time of retire- 
ment. And leadership pay, or léad- 
ership pay in the grade below that 
in which being paid, might be a 
permanent part of a man’s pay after 
five years’ satisfactory perform- 
ance in leadership positions calling 
for the same or a higher leadership 
grade. 

In order to complete the neces- 
sary control features so that not 
too many individuals are rated 
leaders, all leadership assignments 
should be made on a basis and 
monitored centrally.

WASHINGTON.—Details of the 
procedure to be followed by- for- 
mer Regular Army officers and Re- 
serve component officers not on 
active duty in applying for ap- 
pointment or reappointment as 
Regular officers appeared last 
week in DA Circular 601-12. (See 
Army Times, January 11). 

To qualify, individuals must 
have been separated under honor- 
able conditions, meet the age for 
grade requirements listed in AR 
601-100, and be graduates of an 
accredited college or university 
“holding at least a baccalaureate 
degree.

THIS WILL be an emergency 
measure. The numbers to be re- 
tained will be quite a bit higher 
than the average of 100 to 150 
that have been retained during 
the past couple of years. But the 
Army wants younger, more physi- 
cally fit officers for its battalion 


and battle group commanders 
than it is likely to find among 
those picked for retention or 


among its Regulars of the same 
length of service. 

In analyzing the career oppor- 
tunities available to men now 
serving mostly as captains (the 
11 to 13-year service groups), of- 
ficials point out that it begins to 
look as if the Army has sold its 
position that it must be kept large 
enough to fight the “small war.”

For the man who takes advan- 
age of the various ways open to 
him for self-improvement, though, 
the light competition will mean: 

Faster promotion. Advanced 
civil schooling. Advanced mili- 
tary schooling. Continuing oppor- 
tunity for a Regular commission. 
Better choice of assignment. 

For the next five years, promo- 
tion opportunities will be slow. 
In the coming year, of course, they 
are almost nil. After that, there 
may be some improvement, but it 
will be gradual. 

But five years to seven 
years from now, temporary pro- 
motion in the upper grade is going 
to open up again, officials say. The 
opportunity to make lieutenant 
colonel three to five years ahead 
of the 2ist year of service set 
by law will return. And the chance 
to make colonel before the 23d 
year of service may open up again, 
though this seems less likely. 

This is the analysis of officials 
in the personnel field. They say 
that patience and work over the 
next five years will pay off for 
junior officers, because the Army is 
short of officers with experience 
in the “behind-the-hump” or less 
than 13 years’ active federal com- 
missioned service area.

proposal has been kicking around 
the Pentagon for a number of years 
but reportedly has been held up 
by the opposition of the Navy. 

Under Mr. Teague’s bill, those 
getting cash awards for inventions 
do so with the understanding that 
the government has the rights to 
the item and no further patent 
claims will be lodged against the 
government. 

The Teague bill also provides 
such awards shall be taken into 
account when a man is being con- 
sidered for promotion. 

The bill puts a top limit of 
$25,000 on awards under normal 
circumstances, but it provides that 
in exceptional cases an “unusually 
outstanding” invention may re- 
ceive an award up to $100,000 — 
if approved by the President.

Specialist Insignia 

Quartermaster designs proposed 
to identify 20-plus specialist fields 
have been discarded, after field 
study. QM has been asked to come 
up with a new design of the 
insigne, which is to be sent to the 
field for comment. 

Permanent EM Promotions 

Officially, RA appointments in 
grades above E-2 are to begin on 
July 1. Regulations now being writ- 
ten will set method and criteria by 
April. 

EM Evaluation System 

In July 1957, and previously, an- 
nouncements were made about MOS 
Proficiency Tests and Enlisted 
Promotion Qualification Score. The 
tests are being written and are ex- 
pected to be given about Oct. 1, 
1958. 

TAG is developing the PQS. It 
will include length of service, time 
in grade, education, assignments, 
combat experience, decorations; 
age. MOS Test score, other items. 
Temporary promotions eventually 
will be made using a minimum 
score as the standard for selec- 
tion. 

If proficiency pay is ordered into 
effect, a temporary scoring sys- 
tem, based on a commander's 
evaluation, will be used until the 
PQS goes into effect. 

Preficiency Pay 

Expected to be approved by the 
end of February, Proficiency Pay 
may turn out to be a paper 
exercise because of Congressional 
objections. At present (see Feb- 
ruary 1 issue of Army Times), a 
very limited pro pay program is 
planned, te eover only the most 
critically needed skills. If put into 
effect, pro pay may show up at the 
pay table on May 31. 
Substandard Quarters 

A law authorizing surrender of 
less than total quarters allowance 
for families living in substandard 
quarters was passed in August 
1957. 

A. Defense directive was sent to 
the Bureau of the Budget in 
December, 1957, where it still 
languishes. When and if Budget ap- 
proves the directive, the order may 
be made retreactive to Jan. 1958. 
Standard O’sea Tours 

The Army is “staffing” the tours 
proposed by an ad hoc interservice 
committee. From this will result 
an Army position. Generally, the 
committee has proposed that 36 
months be the eversea tour for men 
with dependents, 24 months for 
those without dependents, whether 
or not married. Air Force opposes 








this, wants unmarried men to serve 
36 months. 

Shorter tour in Korea and some 
other areas may result from study, 
which is expected to be completed 
before March 31. 

Changes in Gyroscope 

An end to division rotation is

It’s 
been six months since this was 
approved. No forecast on how much 
longer it will take. 

New Pay Form 

.On Dec. 1, 1957, the Defense De- 
partment had for approval the 
Army’s new pay form, which tells 
each payee how his pay was figured. 
It took the Army three years to 
get the form to Defense. Defense 
officials indicate they are in no 
rush to approve it. 

Enlisted Civil Schooling 

A. new regulation on selecting 
outstanding EM for college-level 
schooling is in preparation. A civil 
schooling program for enlisted men 
is in the 1959 Budget now in Con- 
gress. The Army is withholding 
details on the regulation and the 
program until publication of the 
regulation, now being staffed, and 
approval of the program by Con- 
gress. 

School System Review 

A complete review of the Army 
school system, with an emphasis on 
officer education, began on Jan. 7. 
It is expected to take several 
months.

The Soviet ballistic missile has 
to be pre-set to strike a target 
whose location is precisely known. 
Ic cannot be fired successfully at a 
moving target. 

That isn’t the kind of safety fac- 
tor the Soviet leadership requires. 
They want to make sure they are 
not going to be hit back. Our safety 
lies in never allowing them to be 
sure—in fact, of facing them con- 
tinuously with a counterthreat from 
which they cannot hope to be safe.

States, Territories Have Income 


WASHINGTON. — The period 
from now until April is tax-time 
— not only for filing federal tax 
returns, but’in many cases, for 
paying state income taxes. Service 

rsonnel from 35 states and the 

erritories of Alaska, Hawaii and 
Puerto Rico may have to pay taxes 
to their home. of record. 

A detailed list of the states 
which tax military personnel is at 
the end of this story. 

Within the next few days most 
service personnel will have their 
official withholding forms (W-2). 
It reports what they earned and 
paid, by withholding, in 1957. 

A copy of the same form also 
goes to the revenue departments 
of the:states where they are based, 
if it has an income tax. The prac- 
tice, required by law, does not 
necessarily mean the serviceman 
will be taxed. 

Normally, the state where he 
is based does not tax unless the 
member is also a resident of the 
state. But, he may owe some- 
thing to another state—the one 
from which he entered service. 
Behind the somewhat compli- 
cated situation lies the Soldiers 
and Sailors Relief Act. 

” * * 


THIS LAW says in principle: 
the serviceman’s status quo in his 
home state is honored. So long 
as he retains residence there, he 
normally does not have to pay 
taxes to another state where he is 
located only by military orders. 

There are limits on this policy, 
however, as military legal assis- 
tance officers will point out. Best 
advice: check with the legal as- 
sistance officer on any doubtful 
tax questions. He will not pre- 
pare returns but can help. with 
many questions. 

One mistake many servicemen 
make, according to Defense of- 
ficials, is in thinking the relief 
act covers more territory than it 
does. 

* * . 

HERE ARE some of the limits 
on the exemption from income 
and other taxes: 

A serviceman’s military in- 
come may not be taxed in a 
state where he is based but not 
a resident. But, non-military 
pay may be taxable. So may 
be the income of his wife or 
dependents.

he lives in a state only on military 
assignment. But, if he registers 
his car in the state or if it is in 
both his name and that of his wife, 
the state may charge him. State 
laws vary on this point. 

A serviceman buying a house in 
state A and paying income tax to 
state B may not be taxed by state 
A while he is based there. If he 
is transferred, however, and rents 
the house, the rental income may 
be taxable in state A as non-mili- 
tary income.

A SERVICEMAN may not be 
required to pay various taxes 
while he is based in a state. But, 
if he is moved to another and 
leaves the family behind, the sit- 
uation may change.

“Training Produces 
s Deadliest Soldiers’

Airborne. 

Sound tough? It is. 

It lias to be. The 77th, para- 
troop unit of Fort Bragg’s Special 
Warfare Center, has the wartime 
- mission of “infiltrating operation- 
al teams by land, sea or air into 
an enemy sphere af influence for 
the conduct of guerrilla warfare.” 

The men who will be prepared, 
in the event of war, to fill this 
mission have to be highly trained 
specialists, And they have to be 
tough. 

Since the dawn of warfare, swift 
anonymous strikes by guerrilla 
fighters have harrassed oppressor 
forces. In @vemy war up.to and 
including Korea the threat of guer- 
rilla bands in rear areas has made 
the tyrant’s role an uneasy one, 
kept large portions of his forces 
pinned down nervously guarding | °TY 
rear areas. 

But ill-equipped guerrillas must 
battle ever-growing odds as war- 
fare becomes more and more scien- 
tific. 


That’s where the 77th comes in. 
It is part of a two-pronged attack 
the U.S. Army’s special warfare 
branch is prepared to launch to aid 
guerrillas in oppressed territories. 
Psychological warfare builds up 
civilian sympathy for guerrillas. 
Daring special forces operatives 
parachute into enemy territory to 
give specialized training to guer- 
rilla bands. 

> + - 


MAJ. GEN. Orlando C. Troxel, 
the Army’s chief of special. war- 
fare, outlines the twofold mission 
like this: 

“Partisan fighters and guerrillas 
seldom have adequate equipment, 
know-how or organization to carry 
on a successful revolt. The uncon- 
ventional elements of special war- 
fare, therefore, have established 
Special Forces to equip, train and 
organize guerrilla troops in time 
of war. 

“By all the communications me- 
dia at its disposal, the psychologi- 
cal warfare effort in time of war 
is directed at building a climate 
of opinion which will stimulate 
soldiers and civilians to active 
guerrilla operations and generate 
a sympathetic attitude on the part 
of civilians who do not. partici- 
pate actively.” 

Special Forces—exemplified at 
Fort Bragg by the 77th—stems 
from concepts developed in War 
II by the Office of Strategic Serv- 
ices and similar organizations in 
the British and French military. 

Activation of the 77th, now com- 
manded by Col. Julian A. Cook, 
was on Sept. 25, 1953, with the 
initial cadre coming from the 10th 
Special Forces Group, Airborne, 
then in the process of shifting to 
Europe. 

* * * 

TAKE A TRIP through the 77th’s 
area on Smoke Bomb Hill at Bragg. 
Talk to the group’s members— 
see their pride in their difficult 
specialty—and you'll see how the 
Army makes a special forces op- 
erator. 

“How did they teach me my 
job?” echoes a young corporal, 
lighting up a cigaret after chow 
in one of the mess halls. 

“Well, I spent six weeks sweat- 
ing over demolitions work. My 
job on the special forces teams 
calls for specialization in that field. 

“While I was going through that, 
my buddies here’—he waves his 
hand—‘“were learning their jobs. 


Communications, medicine, weap- 
ons. We have experts in all of 
them. 

“When we finished that part of 
it—the group calls it ‘specialist 
training’-—we knew our own jobs 
pretty well. Then they sent us into 
the second phase, sort of to get 
the big picture, I guess you'd say. 
This was class work. We were told 
how special forces doctrine had 
been developed and how the Army 
looks at Special Forces today. 
“The third part of our training 
was the key. It was rough, but it 
was where they turned us into a 
team. We took 13-week ‘unit train- 
ing’ course. Five weeks of it in 
the field.” He shivers at the mem- 
ory of the frosty Carolina nights. 
“But that was where they took 
all the specialists in the different 
fields and taught us how to mesh 
together as a team.” 

* +. - 

A SERGEANT in the S-3 section 
looks up from the mound of papers 
on his desk, “Training never ends 
here,” he says, “We continuously 
run cross training, so specialists 
in one field can become familiar 
with the skills of the other mem- 
bers of their team.” 

He waves a sheaf of paper- 
clipped school applications. “We 
send men to every school you can 
think of. The minute the guns 
start firing, these guys could be 
called on to parachute into some 
strange nation, make contact with 
the natives and start training them 
in all the things that make an ef- 
fective guerrilla fighter in today’s 
complicated warfare. 

“So our men go to ranger, sur- 
vival, language, jungle warfare, 
mountain, cold weather, miedical, 
free-fall—all sorts of schools. 

“We've sent them to the Navy’s 
frogman school and the Air Force 
survival school. The 77th has had 
representatives at Marine Officers 
School, the Infantry School, the 
Special Warfare School here at 
Bragg. They’ve done work with 
the Marines, the Atlantic Fleet, 
the Air Force. 

“History tells you,” he goes on, 
“the guerrillas fight from the most 
rugged, hard-to-get-to territory.” 
He grins, “We get ’em ready for 
everything. They train from Pike’s 
Peak in the Rockies to miserably 
hot islands im the Caribbean. And 
we let them stop over with the 
mosquities and snakes in some of 
Carolina’s tideland swamps.” 

” s 


A _RUGGED-LOOKING master 
sergeant is resting in the barracks. 
He has just carted his duffle bag 
back from school and he’s on or- 
ders to take part in a group ma- 
neuver. “Sixteen years in the 
service and I’m still learning,” he 
says, “You get something new 
around this place every day.” 

The exercise he’s heading for 
is one of the three standard maneu- 
vers regularly run by the 77th: 

1. Exercise Tropic Dolphin. 
Teams from the 77th infiltrate 
from submarines and destroyers 
to spots in the Virgin Islands, 
where they make contact with 
“guetriHa bands” of Puerto Rican 
recruits. Trying to communicate 
with the Spanish-speaking Puerto 
Ricans represents the kind of 
problem a special forces team 
would run into in wartime. 

2. Exercise Pisgah. In the tree 


ern North Carolina, 77th soldiers 
practice filtering through a series 
of security nets to make contact 
with partisan forces. 

3. Exercise Foxfire. This ma- 
neuver, in the swamps of tidal 
North Carolina, is the crowning 
touch. Picked Marine troops serve 
as anti-guerrilla forces while the 
77th soldiers work on all phases 
of special forces operations. Part 
of the work includes four days 
survival training on .a desolate 
off-shore island. If the soldier 
doesn’t hook fish, he doesn’t eat. 
When he’s been through these, 
the Special Forces, volunteer has 
hiked 60 miles cross-country, lived 
on marine and plant life snared 
with makeshift gear, built impro- 
vised shelters to protect him from 
torrential tropical rains. 

But its parachuting that most 
of the men talk about during your 
tour of the 77th area. Jumping 
is a constant group activity; since 
its inception, Ahe unit has made 
nearly 50,000 jumps. There has 
never been a fatality and the in- 
jury rate is extremely low—this 
is a unit where over 92 percent of 
the jumps were made at night, 
often on small unmarked drop 
zones without the many safety 
identification aids used by con- 
ventional airborne units. 

One of the most daring jumps 
in group history occurred last win- 
ter at Camp Hale, high in Colo- 
rado’s snowy. mountains. It was 
made at an elevation of over 
13,000 fect—believed to be a rec- 
ord height for a unit parachute 
operation. 

* . ” 
WHAT DO OTHER nations think 
about this crack unit? An article 
in “Red Star,” the Russian Army 
paper, was reported by the Asso- 
ciated Press in March, 1956. It 
accused the United States of train- 
ing “spies, saboteurs and murder- 
ers at Fort Bragg, North Carolina, 
for use against the Soviet Union.” 

“During peacetime,” a 77th staff 
officer tells you, “it is not the 
function of Special Warfare to 
foster discontent behind the Iron 
Curtain. However, should a war 
break out, the 77th would be able 
to take advantage of dissidence 
within enemy-held countries to pin 
down the enemy forces and aid 
in the accomplishment of conven- 
tional military operations.”

yet been approved, it was said, 
though all services have proposed 
additional projects. 

It was stated that the Army’s 
Zeus anti-missile missile is the only 
hardware being developed and that 
it was at least a year ahead of a 
similar Air Force project, Wizard. 
Zeus was described as capable of 
growing~with the increasing so- 
phistication expected from long- 
range ballistic missiles, so that it 
will be able to intercept them even 
if they “learn” to deviate from 
ballistic trajectory. 

The biggest problem in the anti- 
missile missile area is not the mis- 
sile but the electronic equipment 
to discover, identify and track in- 
coming ICBMs. This is being 
handled by the Air Force at pres- 
ent. 

Additional details on the Ser- 
geant missile were announced. This 
solid propellant missile is said to 
have the same or a slightly longer 
range than Corporal, which it re- 
places, to have the same diameter 
as Coproral but less length.

THE NEW Pershing missile, the 
replacement for Redstone, was said 
to depend largely on the progress 
made by the Navy with its Polaris. 
The Polaris will be fired from sub- 
marines from underwater, Test ve- 
hicles have already been success- 
fully launched from underwater, it 
was said. A missile submarine will 
carry “more than 10” Polaris mis- 
siles. 

In any event, Pershing will use 
the technology developed for Po- 
laris. Its speed of development will 
be closely tied to that of Polaris.

3. Failure, in many cases, to 
provide the incentives to advance 
from grade te grade—within offi- 
cer or enlisted structure that 
Cordiner claims, 

4. An unworkable proficiency 
pay plan.

NOW, ONE MIGHT overlook 
some of those defects, if the plan

NOW SUPPOSE a $310 or $320 
Army or Marine master sergeant 
is a platoon sergeant performing 
gallantly and capably on the field 
of battle. His company officers are 
killed or wounded. He’s given a 
battlefield promotion to second lieu- 
tenant. 

His “reward”? An $88 or $98 
PAY CUT! 

That’s a hell of a way to run a 
railroad ... or the military . . 
or Cordiner’s General Electric! 

Why, one reason the Army and 
its Air Corps were able to expand 
so quickly in 1940 was because 
some 40,000 men were able to take 
on officer duties overnight. 

Incidentally, the reason why en- 
listed service began to be credited 
in officer’s pay was because the 
Army refused to save the pay of 
these qualified senior enlisted men. 
A special pay law was enacted Dec. 
2, 1942, to credit enlisted service. 
The matter would not have arisen 
had the Army had a law like the 
Navy act of July 1941 which pre- 
vented anyone from losing pay be- 
cause of promotion.

AN ENLISTED MAN appointed 
to commissioned status is entitled 
to keep his pay, even though it 
would put him ahead of a newly 
commissioned officer without prior 
service. 

The ex-enlisted or ex-warrant 
is worth more, at least temporarily. 

A pay advantage recognizing this 
fact is not, as Cordiner says, con- 
trary to industrial practice. More 
pay for the initially better-qualified 
is common in industry. 

It is an over-simplification te 
say that two. lieutenants’ billets 
—or two industrial jobs with the 
same job specifications — are 
necessarily alike. 

The individual makes even the 
same job different. 

If he has a background qualify- 
ing him in several of the in- 
gredients of the position, he does 
more work, does it with less super- 
vision, does it with fewer errors, 
than the one entirely new to the 
job. And he deserves more pay 
for that reason. 

And in industry, . .he gets it! 

But not indefinitely. Cordiner is 
right in that the ex-enlisted should 
not forever keep a pay advantage 
over the ROTC, or academy group.

OES an ill wind ever blow 
anybody good? 

The Advertising fraternity 
which is supposed to know in ad- 
vance which way the trade winds 
blow and what the consumer who 
is blowing them ir after, has de- 
creed that the buying public wants, 
most of all, lower prices. 

The conclusion comes at a pain- 
ful moment for the automobile 
business as well as the manufac- 
turers of many ‘other products. 
Already we can tell from the ad- 
vertising copy and the radio and 
television commercials that the Ad 
boys are trying to temper the 
breeze to suit the lambs who feel 
they may be shorn by the depres- 
sion and don’t want to be fleeced. 
Of course it’s natural for Ford 
with his “lower than ’57” slogan- 
eering. 

What will the others do? 

American Motors already did 

it when they offered the low- 
price Rambler which put their 
company in a class by itself as 
far as comparative sales figures 
go. Last week’s report to the 
stockholders proudly boasted of 
prospects of a $6,000,000 profit 
for their fiscal year ending next 
September, after a steady flow 
of red ink since 1954 when Hud- 
son joined with the Nash-Kel- 
vinator Company. They figure 
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e Borrow only when you have to . 
such things as emergencies at home . 
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that a recession will help, rather 
than hurt. They have limited 
their output to two Rambler 
models but they ran up a record 
for production, quantitatively 
last month.

called him yellow and declared 
that he would attack anyhow. 


Maj. Marcus A. Reno, command- 
ing about half the force, has been 
criticized for failing to support 
Custer. But according to Miller, 
Custer sent Reno ahead, with the 
understanding that he (Custer) 
would support him (Reno). When

EARY of the precious, fragile, cold pre- 

tentious tripe that is now so frequently 
billed as jazz music? Long for jazz with 
melody, virility, swing, and a sense of fun? 

If so, I strongly recommend a new LP called 
“Buddy Rich Just Sings” (Verve 2075). Drummer 
Rich does no drumming here, as the title explains, 
and his rhythmic singing is very easy to take. The 
musicians are Ben Webster, Sweets Edison, Paul 
Smith, Howard Roberts, Joe Mondragon and Alvin 
Stoller. They swing. 

All of the tunes, save one, are well known 
standards, and the entire set has a loose, session- 
like feel that is becoming increasingly rare on 
records these days. There are no “new sounds” 
and no striving for any, but the old sounds are 
honest and deeply felt and have seldom sounded 
better. Edison and Webster have a number of 
fine solos. 

If “It Don’t Mean a Thing If It Ain’t Got That 
Swing” doesn’t make it for you, you have my sympa- 
thy. Ditto for “You Took Advantage of Me.” 

What with all the singers on TV, too bad that 
this advertising medium doesn’t have room for a 
musician-singer such as Buddy Rich with a group 
like this one behind him. But maturity and taste 
will have to come to TV before that happens. (Mean- 
while Jose Melles is on five nights a week.) 

Incidentally, the liner notes claim that “It’s All 
Right With Me” is “slow.” If this is “slow,” then 

“fast” surely staggers the imagination. The liner 
notes also seem curious in reference to the tempo of 
“Can’t We Be Friends.” Seems to me this is not 
“taken at a much slower tempo than usual.” 





Don Byrd, Gigi Gryce and the so-called “Jazz 
Lab Quintet” with scat-bop vocals by Jackie Paris 
play what is better-than-average modern jazz on 
“Modern Jazz Perspective’ (Columbia LP 1058). 
For one thing, there’s a godti steady beat, thanks 
largely to Wendell Marshall and Wynton Kelly, and 
Byrd’s trumpet playing seems to be improving. 

My review copy had a mix-up between the 
record label and the liner notes but I’m sure this 
will be corrected on later copies. In any event, 
“Elgy” and not “Early Bird” is obviously the blues 
progression and “Early Bird” is the one based on

Whatever the future has in 
store, the President—although re- 
iterating the Administration’s 
prognostications of “some upturn 
sometime toward the middle of 
the year’—did, in the opinion of 
the Wall Street Journal, “come a 
step closer to endorsement of tax 
reductions if the economy doesn’t 
start coming out of its slump.” 

A number of the possessors of 
sensitive nostrils, sniffing the’ air 
for hints of a more bracing breeze, 
look for stimulation from the 
loosening of another hitch in the 
credit belt by the Federal Reserve 
to siphon a little more money into 
the financial stream. And there 
is likewise a tendency to rate de- 
fense spending as a more im- 
portant factor in boosting business 
morale if not actually offering 
more immediate acceleration to 
the wheels of industry. 

Assistant Secretary of Defense, 
Wilfred McNeil, the department's 
chief budgetary officer, told the 
Congressional Joint Committee on 
Economics that stepped-up mili- 
tary orders would furnish a “sub- 
stantial” boost to economic activ- 
ity. 

As to tax reductions, the con- 
summation is deyoutly wished by 
everyone but the Treasury Depart- 
ment, although House Leader Ray- 
burn, a powerful voice on Capitol 
Hill, has said it didn’t look to him 
“as though it would be a very sane 
course to reduce revenue.” But 
he added later that “it may de- 
velop that the economy can’t stand 
present tax burdens.” 

More than one plea to lighten 
the load has been addressed to 
Congress. A Judiciary Subcom- 
mittee studying auto prices heard 
a suggestion from Theodore 
Yntema, vice president, of finance 
for the Ford Motor Company, to 
the effect that if other Govern- 
ment measures do not halt the 
present trend, a ten®porary mora- 
torium on some personal income 
taxes be declared. 

Some economists who disagree 
with many of the Administration’s 
economic policies appear to reflect 
the President’s caution when it 
comes to leaning too heavily on 
such measures as tax cuts or any- 
thing but very careful adjustments 
of the monetary policy.

Bank Returns 
To Hold Own 


BOSTON. — Earnings of most 
major commercial banks should 
continue to make a favorable show- 
ing this year despite the recent dip 
in interest rates on loans, accord- 
ing to the United Business Service. 

The service this week pointed 
out that net operating earnings of 
commercial banks rose in 1957 for 
the third consecutive year. This re- 
flected an ificreased demand for 
loans and the high level of interest 
rates charged on such credit ac- 
commodations. While the current 
downturn in business has reduced 
the demand for credit, banks en- 
tered 1958 with a large carry-over 
of high-yielding loans which should 
permit earnings in the first half 
to compare favorably with a year 
earlier. In the second half, the 
expected turn for the better in 
general business should be re- 
flected in an increase in demand 
for bank loans. 

The service points out that bank 
stocks lagged behind the average 
industrial issue in the long mar- 
ket rise since 1949, despite the good 
earnings showing in recent years. 
Prospects are that the equities of 
leading commercial banks will con- 
tinue to provide relatively good 
income investments with further 
gradual long term appreciation 
possibilities.

Government Employees, the 
AFL-CIO group which takes in 
some 14 separate federal employee 
unions, has completed a new study 
of the economic position of classi- 
fied workers, which they are get- 
ting ready to put before the House 
Post Office and Civil Service com- 
mittee. For the upper range of 
classified employees the conclu- 
sions are familar ones. 

But two things stand out about 
the study. 

One is the simple statement

* that the Administration’s proposal 


for sharp increases for grades GS- 
15 and above would take in only 
6000 employees, that the cost is 
only an insignificant part of the 
total government payroll and that 
it doesn’t benefit lower grade 
employees one bit to deny the just 
claims of this group of top execu- 
tives. Simple conclusions but rare- 
ly stated, particularly by a union. 

The other is the remark about 
the lower grade federal classified 
employees. Hear: 

In grades GS-1 through GS-3 are 
281,600 full-time employées, 31 per- 
eent of the classified rolls, and if 
they have two dependents they 
take home an average of $53 a 
week.

They 
live from payday to payday, the 
union says. 

In grades GS4 through GS-6 
are 286,200 employees and those 
with two dependents take home 
an average of $60 a week. 

“The take-home pay of a GS-5 
in 1939 was 50 percent greater than 
that of the average factory ‘produc- 
tion worker. In addition, he re-. 
eeived much more in the way of 
fringe benefits. . Today, it is 20 
percent less, with little or no dif- 
ference in the fringe benefits. 

“While the cost of living has 
doubled since 1939, the spendable 
earnings of the factory worker 
have increased by more than 224 
percent as against an increase of

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Closeups of ‘Snapshot Subjects’ 
Often Produce Dramatic Pictures

fact, a simple closeup shot of some 
winter buds on a plum tree in my 
backyard.

built-in focusing mechanism to per- 


mit working as close as eight 
inches from the subject) mounted 
on the Alpa 35mm single-lens re- 
flex camera. The exposure was 
f/11 at 1/25th second. 


The setup used was ideal for 
closeup pictures, but simpler and 
less expensive means are available 
that will do the job equally well. 
The least expensive of all is the 
supplementary closeup lens, which 
may be used on even the lowliest 
camera: You simply put the lens 
on the regular camera lens like a 
filter and measure the distance 
(accurately) from subject to cam- 
era lens according to a table pro- 
vided with the supplementary. 

Because of the close distance, 
the viewfinder cannot be used, 
so one must substitute a frame 
finder to show the area being 
photographed. The exposure is 
the same as for regular picture- 
taking. 

The most satisfactory camera 
type is, of course, the single-lens 
reflex, which allows the photog: 
rapher to see the subject directly 
through the lens, obviating the 
need for a frame finder. There are 
some on the market that cost 
around $100 or even less. 

Other close-up devices, for any 
type miniature camera that per- 
mits interchangability of lenses, 
are the extension tube and the 
bellows unit. You remove the lens 
from the camera, insert the tube 
or bellows, then mount the lens on 
the front of the tube or bellows. 
Because the lens is at a greater 
distance from the film plane than 
normally, exposure must be _in- 
creased accordingly. The proper 
exposure data is supplied with the 
extension accessory. 

At the close distances, depth of 
field becomes a problem... the 
closer the more critical. Small lens 
stops are therefore in order, with 
compensatingly longer exposure 
times as the lens is moved closer 
to the subject and farther from 
the film plane. 

But sharpness is imperative to 
show maximum detail, so a tripod 
is generally a must at the longer 
exposures. With fast film in the

FORT BELVOIR, Va.—A porta- 
ble water-cooling tower has been 
developed by the Badger Manufac- 
turing Co. of Cambridge, Mass., and 
the Engineer Research and De- 
velopment Laboratories here for 
use with the Army’s mobile liquid 
carbon dioxide generating plants 
in the field. 
The unit, which permits re-use 
of about 90 percent of the water 
consumed by the plant each min- 
ute, is now undergoing tests with 
300-pound-per-hour plants at Bel- 

voir. 

In high ambient temperatures, 
plants of this capacity require as 
much as 200 gallons water a minute 
for cooling purposes. Approximate- 
ly 15 gallons of water used in the 
plant’s contact serubber forms a 
weak sulfuric acid and must be 
thrown away. Five to 10 gallons of 
water are also lost each minute due 
to evaporation. 

The unit consists of a tower 
section and an operating platform 
mounted on a semi-trailer. The 
tower is divided into four compart- 
ments, Each contains a packed sec- 
tion filled with 40 cubie feet of 
polyethylene tellereite, a wire

Walter Reed Civilian Gets 


Allergy Test Device Patent 


WASHINGTON. A patent for 
the invention of a new skin treat- 
ing device was presented last week 
to Heinz W. Kugler, College Park, 
Md., a civilian employee of the bio- 
physical instrumentation division, 
Walter Reed Army Institute of Re- 
search, 


Kugler, working with Dr. Alan 
L. Lorinez, now of Chicago, and at 
the time of the project an Army 
dermatologist at Walter Reed, de- 
veloped a skin stripping machine 
which greatly facilitated the taking 
of allergy tests in dermatology. 
Previously, to clear a diseased area 
of skin for testing, dermatologists 
had to remove the dead skin by 
scraping or cutting, sometimes in- 
juring or irritating healthy tissue 
underneath. 

x * * 

IT WAS found that the skin 
could be more easily removed by 
pressing cellophane tape over the 
area. When the tape was removed 
the skin would come with it. This 
proved to be a tedious process how- 
ever, since it necessitated the 
placing and removal of many small 
pieces of tape. 

The machine developed by Kug- 
ler and Lorincz uses a plunger un- 
der which a strip of tape is 
stretched. from a feeder reel to a 
take-up reel. The plunger presses 
the tape against the skin of the 
patient. As the plunger rises, the

He is MSgt. Robert Jeffcott, one 
of the men who trained with the 
first British-Canadian commandos 
and then came back to the U.S. 


early in War II to teach personal | 


t techniques to Americans. 
Jeffcott now is with Hq. Co., 
10th Div. Part of his job is to 
drive about 20 miles to the Ger- 
man army's infantry school at 
Hammelburg, former home of an 
American armored unit. At the 
school, Jeffcott teaches NCO and 
officer candidates how to defend 
themselves against armed attack. 
His assisiant in these classes is 
PFC Eugene Jenkins, now on TDY 
from 2d BG, 7th Inf. at Schwein- 


furt. 

Jeffcott, who set up the first 
battlé conditioning course at what 
is now Fort Hood, Tex., back in 
1942, has an interpreter with him 
to explain his lectures to the Ger- 
mans. But when he and Jenkins 
start mixing it up; he frequently 
runs ahead of his interpreter and 
starts giving his own translations 
in a pidgin-German that seems to 
get across to his audience.

FOR example, Jeffcott will dem- 
onstrate a sharp blow to the solar 
plexus and explain, with appro- 
priate gestures, “Out comes der 
Burgomeister beer.” Then he'll 
show a variation of the blow, ex- 
plaining: “This one is still besser,” 
and with a third variation comes 
the explanation: “This one is still 
besser yet.” Jeffcott’s audience 
understands.

(Below we answer your ques 
tions seriatim: 

1) French cuffs are authorized 
for wear with Blue Mess, White 
Mess, and Evening Dress uniforms, 
since they are normally a part of 
semi-formal or full dress type 
‘white shirts. French cuffs are also 
authorized with the Army Blue 
uniform, since commercial type 
white shirts with standard turn- 
down collar, as prescribed for that 
uniform, are manufactured with 
both the French and button type 
cuff. French cuffs are considered 
appropriate to the dress type uni- 
forms, not to the duty uniform 
and therefore are not authorized 
on the shade 46 shirt, which is 
prescribed for wear with the Army 
Green. French cuffs would be pro- 
hibited on the shade 46 shirt by 
the Army Quality Control Office. 

2) Cuff links are not authorized 
for wear with the shade 46 poplin 
shirt. 

3) Shade 46 shirts are author- 
ized in dacron and cotton (65%- 
35% ); see paragraph 36, AR 670-5. 
Shirts fabricated of this material 
have been on sale in post ex- 
changes for a considerable time. 

4) Army specifications do not 
include French cuffs. 

5) Light weight materials are 
currently under consideration as 
alternate optional materials for 
the Army Green uniform. 

6) Plain cap toe black shoes are 
authorized for wear with Army uni- 
forms. 

7) No. Officers and warrant of- 
cers wear the wool taupe shade 
No. 79 overcoat. Enlisted men 
wear the cotton, olive green, shade 
No. 107 overcoat. 

8) Tropical worsted uniforms 
are authorized in tropical worsted 
wool, gabardine or similar tropi- 
cal type fabrics. The latter au- 
thorizes synthetic materials or 
combinations. Twelve differgnt ma- 
terials have been approved by the 
Army Quality Control Office (see 
paragraph 60). 

9) Branch insignia worn on the 
sleeve of the Blue Mess and White 
Mess Jackets are of the officers’ 
basic branch. Detailed branch in- 
signia, GS, IG, etc., will not be 
worn. Branch insignia may be 
either metal or embroidery. (See 
paragraph 127.)—Editor.)

‘Double Jeopardy 
In Traffic Cases’ 


FORT ORD, Calif.—tIn his letter 
published in the January 25 issue 
of Army Times, “Name Withheld” 
of Fort Polk, La., bewails the fact 
that soldiers are again punished by 
court martial for “minor” traffic 
offenses such as drunken and reck- 
less driving, after having been 
tried for such offenses by civil 
authorities. 

He calls such action “double 
jeopardy,” flagrant violation of 
Constitutional rights,” and espe- 
‘ially bemoans the loss of stripes 
suffered by soldiers in such cases. 

The writer of that letter dis- 
plays an ignorance of the law and 
the facts in these cases. 

Being tried by court-martial for 
the same offense for which tried 
by a civilian court does not neces- 
sarily constitute double jeopardy. 
For the information of ‘Name 
Withheld,” the following is cited 
from Paragraph 68d, Manual for 
Courts-Martial, 1951: 

“The same acts when commit- 
ted in a State may constitute 
two distinct offenses, one against 


the United States and the other 

against the State. In such a case 

trial by a State court does not 
bar trial by court-martial.” 

“Name Withheld” is reminded 
that the Manual for Courts-martial 
derives its authority from the Con- 
stitution. 

He should know also that be- 
cause of the nature of the military 
service, certain standards of de- 
portment are necessarily required 
of NCOs and soldiers of superior 
grade. When an NCO or soldier 
of superior grade has exhibited by 
crimes such drunken or reckless 
driving, that he does not possess 
the qualities and attributes right- 
fully expected of a soldier of his 
grade, he should no longer be per- 
mitted to retain such grade. Since 
a civilian court has no power to 
impose reduction in grade, this 
may be accomplished only by 
court-martial action, non-judicial 
punishment under Article 15, or 
by administrative action author- 
ized by Change 5, AR 624-200. 

It is clear that the action so 
bitterly complained of by “Name 
Withheld” of Fort Polk, is not 
only morally just, but entirely 
legal. I would advise him to stop 
wasting his sympathy on drunken 
and reckless drivers and to have 
more sympathy for the possible 
and actual murdered or crippled 
victims and their families.

For Captain Shortage 


FORT CAMPBELL, Ky.: It nev- 
er ceases to amaze me as to how 
the Army can get in such predica- 
ments! Your January 8 edition 
carries an article entitled “Need 
Shown for More in RA.” The Spe- 
cific predicament is the Army’s 
shortage of RA captains with 11 
and 12 years service for promo- 
tion. 

I would like to inform them of 
their pool of almost 2000 officers 
who they purposely placed in the 
category that currently gives them 
10 years for promotion purposes. 

During the era 1948-1949-1950 
the so-called competitive tour pro- 
gram was used to integrate some 
2000 officers in the Regular Army. 
All officers integrated were given 
RA second lieutenant commissions, 
with date of rank Jan. 1, 1948. 
Logical deductions shows that all 
of these officers are RA captains 
with 10 years for promotion. as of 
Jan. 1, 1958. But— 

Seventy-five percent of these of- 
ficers were commissioned during 
World War II and held ranks of 
first lieutenant through lieutenant 
colonel and sacrificed as much as 
five years commissioned service to 
accept this RA commission. I know 
of many cases where lieutenant 
colonels (temporary) are behind 
me on the RA promotion list. 

If someone in the Pentagon 
would look into the competitive 
tour program they will find that 
75% of the officers lost up to five 
years toward RA promotion and 
the problem.of shortages in RA 
captains with 11 to 12 years serv- 
ice could be solved very easily by 
adjusting dates of rank, 

I personally lost four years and 
five months toward promotion. 
There are many worse off than I! 
All officers integrated RA now get 
full credit toward promotion for 
all of their service as a commis- 
sioned officer. How about some- 
one giving us a break?

The cur- 
rent system would seem to encour- 
age selection of those boxers who 
look best “on paper.” And, as is 
well known, won and lost records 
and past amateur titles won’t win 
fights.

What New Pinsetters 
Mean to Fitzsimons 


DENVER, Colo.—Many hours of dreams, plans, toil 
and trouble climaxed to fruition this month at Fitzsimons 
Army Hospital when over $80,000 worth of factory-new 
Brunswick automatic pinsetters went into operation on the 
west side of the post bowling alleys. 

These 10 new mechanical pinboys represent the start of a new 
push-button bowling era at Fitzsimons. Always considered a major 
sport at the hospital, the king of indoor events has now taken on a 
ifvelty aspect for thousands of military keglers in the area. 

+ 7 + 

BOWLING GAINED impetus at Fitzsimons in 1957 when the 
post hosted the Fifth Army bowling tournament. Despite being one of 
the smallest posts in competition, Fitz walked off with practically all 
of the honors: team championship, men’s and women’s singles, and 
the all-events title. 

With the new automatics, Fitz this year stands an excellent 
chance of again having the 5A tourney, and with “600” bowlers like 
M/Sgt. Al DePompei, M/Sgt. Jack Dawson, Sgt. Donald Sargent 
and M/Sgt. Bernard Owens (one 700 series), the Generals once more 
are good bets to go all the way. 

It’s the average bowler, however, that will be 
by Fitzsimons’ alley mechanization. 

“We're running 15 leagues a week right now, but with the new 
pinsetters we could easily double that amount,” says alley manager 
M/Sgt. Henry Turner. 

Despite a general air of optimism around the alleys, the finan- 
cial cloud still hovers ominously. Under the current agreement, a year- 
ly check of at least $12,000 will be sent to Brunswick for payment of 
the machines. 

To meet this expense, 12 cents or almost half of every quarter 
plunked down for a line goes toward automatic pinsetter payment. 
This means that there must be at least 8500 lines bowled on the 
Fitz lanes in a month to meet payments. 

Post bowling officials are certain that this monthly expense 
will be more than met as an increase in bowlers brings alley cash- 
register receipts to an all-time high. 

The Fitzsimons automatic pinsetters will pay for themselves, they 
say, within five or six years. An example is given of the two million 
dollars bowling center at Redondo Beach, Calif. In less than one 
year after installation of automatics at the center, over one-fourth 
of them have already paid for themselves. 

“After our machines are paid for,” says Turner, “the profits 
should really start rolling in.” 

Profit at the moment is a word of dim abstraction in the seem- 
ingly far future, for the automatics, a long term investment, have cur- 
rently put Fitzsimons on the debit side of the ledger. 

Take a look at the expense involved in installing automatic 
setters at the Army hospital: the 10 actual pinsetting machines, 
$77,000; freight costs, $1200; parts kits, $1325; tool kit, $90; mask- 
ing units and labor, $4103. 

In conjunction with the plan to make Fitzsimons’ bowling alleys 
the finest service lanes in the country, $11,000 of acoustical ceiling 
was also installed this month. Turner expects mechanization in 
service bowling to catch on rapidly with the popularization of auto- 
mation advantages.

AND JOE BOWLER is in a position to exploit these advantages 
at Fitzsimons when he starts his ball on the way toward the auto- 
matically-governed pins. 

For one thing, the automatics, as opposed to the human pin- 
setters, are in the pits 24 hours a day to increase recreational possi- 
bilities for the average bowler. Another advantage is the reduction 
in margin of error with the human element entirely out of the pic- 
ture. 

You won’t find anyone more enthusiastic about the chance for 
profit payoff on the pinsetters than Turner, who returned last month 
from a 30-day course in automatic pinsetter maintenance in Chicago. 
Out of a class numbering 60, Fitzsimons’ alley manager was the only 
representative of the armed services. Turner is now qualified to 
handle anything that goes wrong with the pinsetters.

Albert Benzio’s claim of having 18 
years’ continuous service indicates 
other service. It does. he was in 
War I for two years, but his War II 
service (as a draftee) began Aug. 
21, 1942, nearly three months prior 
to Dudley’s. 

Two new entries checked in with 
winning marks and neither saw 
anything out-of-the-way in their 
over-45 inductions. 

The first is SFC Andrew C, 
Leach, Army Language School, 
Presidio of Monterey, who was 
inducted Oct. 10, 1942 at 45 years, 
6 months, 27 days. The second 
wins the kewpie doll: he’s Maj. 
(ret.) Lamar F, Graves, Napa, 
Calif., drafted at 45 years, 7 
months, 1 day. 

The question of whether or not 
they should have been drafted has 
stirred up much controversy. Since 
each case is usually handled on its 
own merits. Selective Service Na- 
tional Headquarters would give no 
blanket answer in the cases of Ben- 
zio, Leach or Graves. But the law 
(P.L. 360) states that during the 
third registration (Feb. 16, 1942) 
only men from 21-44 inclusive 
would be eligible for service. 

It was also the opinion of Selec- 
tive Service that no man would be 
liable for service at 45 unless he 
(1) volunteers, or (2) signs a 
waiver prior to induction. Of 
course, if he fails to tell the mili- 
tary when he’s being sworn in he’s 
over 45 and wants out .. . then he’s 
in unless he can successfully appeal 
his case, 

If anyone falls into this situa- 
tion, the- foregoing might explain 
how or why he was drafted after 
45. 

A claim, with no angles to 
shoot, comes from MSgt. Vincent 
Paris, Hagerstown (Md.) recruit- 
ing station, who submits the en- 
try of former EM, Ralph S. Tagg 
of the Maryland Veterans Com- 
mission. Mr. Tagg also tops 
Dudleys’ age, being inducted 
when he was 44 years and 10 
months.

This one showed a long, winding 
stairs with some troops standing 
on the lowest and highest levels.

up again. I washed the windows 
over and over. I bet tomorrow, 
when the inspectors come, we'll 
have the first sunny day in a 
month and all the streaks will 
show up.” 

Sure enough, inspection day was 
sunny. A German civilian em- 
ployee of the post engineer ar- 
rived immediately after breakfast, 
and he inspected every bit of the 
real estate. He checked pipes for 
leaks and light fixtures.for cracks. 
He looked at screens and flooring 
and locks. He compared the con- 
dition of the premises with the 
conditions noted by the Pattersons 
themselves when they moved in 
15 months ago. The engineer 
check took about a half hour. 

An hour later, a German repre- 
sentative of the post quartermas- 
ter showed up. He explained that 
although he counts and examines 
all QM items, emphasis is on con- 
dition and cleanliness of refriger- 
ators, stoves, mattresses and pads, 
silverware and dishes. “On the 
final check,” he told Mary Patter- 
son in excellent English, “you be 
sure and tell the inspector that 
these chips on the edges of the 
plates are paint chips. They won’t 
charge you for that.” 

His inspection also took about 
a half hour, and before he left, 
every dish, pan and piece of sil- 
ver had been lifted, examined and 
noted. The Pattersons’ breakage 
allowance more than covered the 
few kitchen casualties of the past 
15 months, and they didn’t have 
to pay for anything.

FINAL check of the apartment 
came on the morning of departure. 
A truck drove by and picked up 
the baggage that was to be stowed

Final processing and the ex- 
change ef military payment certifi- 
cates to U.S. currency lasted a 
few minutes, and then the ,travel- 
ers were on their own until one 
hour before the plane was to take 
off. Several people learned at the 
hotel that they will have to reach 
a Stateside bank to convert their 
German money. 

The Pattersons were among 
the few families at the airport 
to be met by friends. SFC and 
Mrs, Earl Harris came down 
from Mannheim to say goodbye. 
The Harrises, who were just 

transferred to SETAF Hq. at 
Verona, Italy, came to Europe 
with the Pattersons 15 months 
ago. 

The afternoon was spent drink- 
ing coffee, examining the hand- 
some Army hotel and drinking 
beer at the nearby NCO elub. 
About seven p.m., the bus arrived 
to take the passengers to the 95- 
passenger Super - Constellation, 
which had been chartered by the 
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Friendly Farewell
